GOVERNOR URGES GOOD PUBLIC LIBRARIES FOR EVERY CITIZEN

from a speech delivered by Governor Matthew E. 


Welsh at the Governor's Conference for the improvement of public library service in 
Indiana, September 22, 1961, at the Hotel Severin. 


As librarians and trustees, you repre-

tion. Only a half-dozen libraries in the 
state do not serve some rural area. 

Public libraries are and always have 
been a vital part of the educational pro- 
gram in Indiana. Our wise forefathers, 
when they drew up the first constitution 
for the state in 1816, provided for both 
schools and public libraries. Local people 
have traditionally taken the responsibility 
to provide these services for their com- 
munities. 

Leadership in a democracy depends on 
educated citizens from the smallest town 
in Posey or LaGrange county to the larg- 
est cities in Marion, Allen, Vanderburgh 
and Lake counties. Lidrarians help pro- 
vide this education and the library efforts 
of Indiana depend, mainly, on voluntary 
contributions of time and energy on the 
part of library trustees. As conscientious, 
capable and earnest citizens, you are giv- 
ing your time in true Hoosier fashion to 
help guide your community, area and 
state.

PUBLIC LIBRARY DEVELOPMENT 


It was the function of this Committee 
this year to prepare a program for the 
use of Library Services Act funds. The 
new Governor, Matthew Welsh, author- 
ized the Indiana State Library to accept 
federal funds for libraries and appointed 
the State Librarian as the agent to re- 
ceive them. The State Librarian request- 
ed help from the Indiana Library Asso- 
ciation so that all librarians in the state 
might make their wishes known about 
LSA supported programs. The Joint Ex- 
ecutive Boards delegated to the PLD 
Committee the task of preparing pro- 
grams for the of the funds. The 
Boards would examine the programs so 


use 


proposed and pass them along to the State 
Librarian where, under the direction of 
his Board, rested the authority for the 
tinal decisions on the use of LSA monies. 

The first recommendation of the Com- 
mittee was that the funds that would be 
available for the period from March 1 
through June 30 be used to strengthen 
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the collection of the State Library. This 
would be one of the ways 
available to help rural libraries quickly. 
Also, about this time, the library serving 
Terre Haute expanded its to 
include all of Vigo County. All the local 
funds used in this expansion were avail- 
able for matching with LSA funds. Some 
of the funds were used to provide new 
books for the new extension of service 
in Vigo County. 

The next problem the Committee faced 
was the preparation of a program that 
would make the best use of about $405,- 
000 in federal funds in the state of In- 
diana during fiscal 1961-2. A dual prob- 
lem was to find about $400,000 in Indi- 
ana that could be used for matching funds. 
The program prepared had to be one that 
would demonstrate the values of good 
libraries and one that could be supported 
later by local funds.

sponsored by the Evansville Public Li- 
brary. Evansville would house the pro- 
gram to do the centralized processing for 
any of the libraries in the region that 
wish to join the effort. 

To prepare a program of such magni- 
tude the PLD Committee was divided 
into four subcommittees with definite as- 
signments. The Conference Subcommit- 
tee was instructed to work with the State 
Library to plan a Governor’s Conference 
in September, 1961. Also, it was to plan 
a program at the Fall Conference to fur- 
ther the about the 
Library Services Act. Regional meetings 
will be held in November and this sub-

committee will be able to preserve much 
data for use in these meetings. 

The Cooperative Enterprise Subcom- 
mittee was to encourage the submission 
of plans for the use of LSA funds and 
to prepare a form by which libraries could 
apply. The subcommittee will also seek 
those libraries that can submit matching 
funds. 


The Education and Scholarship Sub- 
committee was to study the need for the 
use of LSA funds for scholarships. It was, 
in addition, to investigate the possibility 
of having some courses in library science 
offered in various places in the state and 
supported at least in part by LSA funds. 


‘The Projects Subcommittee was to 
work with the State Library to help 
formulate the programs the State Library 
might have been planning. Particular em- 
phasis was to be placed on the costs of 
these programs. 


This is a continuing program that will 
require the attention of the PLD Com- 
mittee for several years. The Committee 
has completed many steps of its program. 
It has recommended that LSA funds be 
used to finance five scholarships of $2,000 
each plus five scholarships for those who 
can complete their library science degrees 
in the required number of consecutive 
summers. The Governor’s Conference has 
been held. A form has been prepared for 
libraries to apply for LSA funds for their 
projects. Exploratory searches have been 
made for libraries opening new services to 
rural areas so that their funds can be 
used for matching purposes. Meetings 
have been held with State Library per- 
sonnel to determine the projects they wish 
to sponsor and their costs. The door to 
great forward strides has been opened to 
Indiana libraries. How far we advance 
will be up to us.
